Faces Owe Contours 
To Apes, Dentist Says 


Many human faces owe their sym- 
metrical contours to the lowly 
monkey. Dr. Clinton Howard, At- 
lanta dentist, declared before the 
Florida State Dental Society at 
Miami Friday. 

Orthodontic investigation of liv- 
ing monkeys has disclosed certain 
yhysiological laws determining the 
Sone growth in the human jaw, Dr.

An appeal to the bar for a deter- 
mined and courageous fight against cor- 
rupt public officials and criminals of 
every class and kind, and for a fight 
against the temptations of purely 
mercenary gain in practice of their 
profession “which, like a cancer, will 
eat all the patriotism out of their char- 
acters and lives,” was made Friday 
night by Judge G. Ogden Persons, of 
Forsyth, in an address before the 
Lawyers’ Club of Atlanta in the Hen- 
ry Grady hotel. 

Judge Persons pleaded for a renewal 
of “that leadership which was the

English. 

The English are not really musical, 
it seems; They pretend to be, but the 
real paradise of music is barred to 
the _ because they cannot comprehend. 
This is a German view expressed by 
Magda Hattingberg, writing in the 
“Koelnische Zeitung.” “There is a 
sympathetic response of an audience 
which does not express itself in ap- 
plause. It is the most exquisite trib- 
ute an artist can receive. It takes 
the form of silence. No cold, dull 
silence this, indicating frigid aloof- 
ness, but an eloquent silence, breath- 
ing, emotional silence, a form of rever- 
ence for the very greatest artist. And 
of such eloquence silence the ‘unmusi- 
cal’ English people are capable as are 
scarcely any other. Perhaps because 
he feels that his love and his longing 
for music have their foundation in 


‘(tragedy—the tragedy of his tempera- 


ment ! 

The English are not musically crea- 
tive. England has never evolved a 
great musical composer. The masses of 
the English lack the courage to sing. 
Musie to these English is not innate 
in the last analysis. Music is what 
they have attained, struggled for 
through their longing to enter the 
happy land of harmony, which is not 
native to them, although their hear's 
desire is to belong to it. The great 
English eaptain of industry, who sat 
of an evening in his armchair, pipe 
in mouth, seemingly oblivious of the 
world around him behind his favor- 
ite newspaper, yet shedding tears at 
the music of Beethoven floating to 
his ear from a neighboring room, took 
pains to reassume a_e stolid counte-

Rules for the city primary to be held 
on December 9, were adopted here by 
the city democratic executive commit- 
tee, John R. Fawcett, chairman. 

A mayor, 12 aldermen from the city 
at large, a police recorder, and 24 
members of the city democratic execu- 
tive committee will be nominated at 
the primary.

the business world, said recently on 
this subject: 

“Had there not been careful and ef- 
fective control this tlood of gold would 
have caused a huge inflation of prices, 
which in turn would have produced 
many evils. The federal reserve au- 
thorities, however, so regulated mat- 
ters that no inflation occurred and the 
price level continued fairly even 
throughout the entire period, actually 
declining slightly. 

“As the consignments of gold reach- 
ed the commercial banks they were 
deposited to the credit of those banks 
with the federal reserve banks, and 
were used at first to pay off com- 
pletely obligations with the federal re- 
serve system; but as bold continued ‘to 
come in the federal reserve directors 
provided an outlet for the investment 
of those gold deposits by selling on 
the open market government bonds of 
sufficient amount to absorb these ex- 
tra credits, thus replacing the gold 
by bonds.” 

An increase in circulation was thus 
prevented. 

Hence this new gold was not per- 
mitted to become an additional out- 
standing currency. The federal re- 
serve system saw to that, and the ef- 
forts made not only outside but in- 
side the federal reserve system were 
along the line of sterilization of the 
new gold import, to provide directly 
against inflation. 

Says Mr. Macaulay further: “Few 
Americans realize how much _ they 
owe to the federal reserve authorities 
for their regulation of commodity 
prices during that dangerous time.” 

Now the shoe is on the other foot. 
What now? Should not the reserve 
policy be adopted by the federal re- 
serve system? There are those who 
argue that the policy advocated would 
principally have had the result of 
orcing a large export of gold from 


new policy ineffective. 

This is a technical question. It is 
one with two sides, and must be care- 
fully analyzed by those familiar with 
foreign exchange. 

I took this particular problem to 
one of the leading foreign exchange 
experts on the American continent, 
who has had 25 years experience deal- 
ing directly with the matter of gold 
import and export and international 
balances. 

I asked whether, had the federal 
reserve system brought government 
bonds to take the place of the de- 
creasing money outstanding, export 
of gold from the United States would 
have resulted, thus making such a 
movement ineffective. 

He replied that he did not believe 
gold would have left the country In 
any large volume. His explanation 
is included in this summary: 

Take Germany: Any movement of 
gold to that country since the war 
has been stimulated by an attempt to 
place its banking situation on some- 


thing approaching a normal basis. All | 
the gold that has gone to Germany | 


has moved against normal 
Therefore it can be stated without 
necessity of much argument that Ger- 
many would not have received any ail- 
ditional gold released by the United 
States. ; 

Again, it is enormously more iin- 
portant for Germany to prevent fall- 
ing prices than it is for England. 
does not increase the actual burden 
of payments to be made by Great 
Britain to the United States, for ex- 
ample, but on balance Great Britain 
still has millions of pounds of securi- 
ties owing to her from abroad, and 
what she loses on one hand she more 
than makes up on the other. Germany 
has no important foreign credits to 
offset reparations.

For several years she has had 
the greatest difficulty in preventing 
her gold supplies falling below the 
recognized position of safety, and has 
always kept the bank rate at the 
minimum circumstance, rendered pos- 
sible. 

In light of this, it can be stated 
without fear c. contradiction that any 
policy adopted by the United States, 
which ordinarily led to an export of 
gold, would immediately have been 
followed by corresponding measures 
which would have prevented gold 
flowing into England. 

Consider France. Here we have a 
different situation. France has ac- 
cumulated gold during the last two 
years at an unprecedented rate, pro- 
portionately much more rapidly than 
the United States. But unlike the 
United States, in France the receipts 
of gold have had the effect of produc- 
ing inflation. 

Inflation? We find that between 
July 5, 1929, and July 3, 1930, there 
was an increase in France's note cir- 
culation of 15 per cent. Here we see 
the remarkable phenomena of the cost 
of living rising in France, while de- 
clining rapidly in every other part of 
the worl?, 

Why has France continued to ac- 
cumulate gold? Largely because she 
does not have a broad money market, 
and the present structure of the 
French banking system is not such as 
to give the bank of France adequate 
control of the situation. It seems 
highly probable that any policy the 
United States might adopt to deal 
with the present price deflation would 
not have had the effect of adding ma- 
terially to the heavy gold importations 
by France during the last year. 

The inherent ability of other coun- 
tries to absorb gold is practically neg- 
ligible. They have not shown any ¢a- 
pacity to do so since the war. Ger- 
many, France and England are the 
countries the United States must 
reckon with in any of her internation- 
al banking policies. 

Therefore we must come to the con- 
clusion that an appropriate policy of 
the federal reserve banks, designed to 
prevent the heavy wall which has oc- 
curred in the price level. would not 
have led to any material loss of gold. 
‘And it is worth noting that now. 
for the first time in the. history of 
the United States, the country’s total 
gold holdings exceed in volume that 
of all classes of paper currency com- 
bined. This is deflation to the point 
of madness.
